A review of the claims indicates that:

Claims 5 and 1 9 are currently cancelled. 

Claims 1-3, 6, 8-11, and 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S^C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 3,166,810 to Ensley (hereinafter "Ensle/0. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ensley in view of the general skill of a worker in the art 

Claims 5, 7, 12, and 13 arc objected to as being dependant upon a rejected 
base claim. 

Claims 1-4, 6-18, and 20 remain in this application. 
In view of the following remarks, Applicant respectfully requests 
reconsideration of the rejected claims.
